Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 04 October 2004 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding page 23, line 13 to page 25, line 3: The

arguments are directed to the proposed amendments to claims 1, 
17, 34 and 35, which have not been entered. 

Regarding page 25, line 4 to page 26, line 2: Applicant 
merely alleges that claims 48, 52, 56, 60, 64, 78 and 84 are not 
anticipated by Curry (US Patent 5,696,604). Applicant recites 
portions of said claims, but fails to demonstrate how these 
portions of said claims overcomes the prior art rejection. 
Pages 8-13 of the final rejection, dated 14 June 2 004, clearly 
demonstrates how the dot pattern table and dot pattern table 
storage unit taught in claims 48, 52, 56 and 60 is anticipated 
by Curry. Applicant has not addressed these arguments. The 
elements in claims 7 8 and 84 that Applicant mentions are taught 
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by a combination of Curry and Broddin (US Patent 5,799,137), as 
discussed on pages 24-26 of said final rejection. Applicant has 
not addressed these arguments. 

Regarding page 26, lines 3-8: Claims 90-92 have not been 
entered and are therefore not considered. 

Regarding page 26, line 10 to page 27, line 6: The 
information disclosure statement has been considered and a copy 
signed and initialed by the Examiner has been included with this 
advisory action.
